United States last year is the record 
disclosed today by the census bure­ 
au's marriage and divorces survey, 
the first since 1916 when there was 
only one divorce to almost 9.3 mar­ 
riage. 
There were one fifth more 
divorces and about one fifth fewer 
marriages per IOO,OOO of population 
last year than in 1916. 
The statis­ 
tics, whic h includes figures for every 
state, were issued without comment. 
There was 1.216.418 marriages re­ 
corded last year, while in 1916 there 
were 1,040,681, showing a numeri­ 
cal increase of 85.743. 
To every 
100.000 population 
however, 
there 
only 1,033 marriages in 1922 as com­ 
pared with 1,055 in 1916, a decrease 
of 2.08 per cent. 
Maryland led in the marriage rate 
with 1.539 per 100,000 of population 
Arkansas was second with 1.487 and 
Flordia third with 1463. North Dako­ 
ta, with 575, had tile lowest rate. 
Divorces granted last year totall­ 
ed 148,551 for the 
whole 
country 
against 112,036 in 1916 an increase 
of 36, 518. 
To each 100,000 of popu­ 
lation there was 12,6 divorces last 
year as compared with 112 in 1916 
an increase of 21.4 per cent. 
Texas led the country in the num­ 
ber of divorces in 1922 with a total 
of 12.399, which was one fifth of the 
number of marriages in that state. 
Illinois was second in the number of 
divorces with 10,995 and Ohio third 
with lo. 182. 
South Carolina reported no divor­ 
ce s, as its laws permits none.
